Local Capital for Mines.

There are a cluss of men who are
eminently satisfied and appareotly not
at ull affected by the adverse conditions
of business affairs, says the Western
Mining World. These are the mineas
and prospectors  who have passed
through the sjiege of knocking unsac-
cessfolly st the door of Eastern capitul,
and amid hardships, were foreed to
utilize their own resources and develop
their properties themselves which were
induostriously bawked about the coun-
try, and soorned by those who conld
well have afforded sny possible loss
that might sccrue from an attempt to
demonstrate their failure or suoocess,
The scorned miner is now in many
cases the fortunate possessor of a divi-
dend payer, and is enjoying the fruits
of his pumerous personal sacrifices
olothed in the garb of regular divi-
idends. At times we are of the opin-
ion that if every mine was forced to
depend opon itself, and the enterprise
of local capitalists, it would be far
better in the end, both for the owner
and the community at large. What
little money we secure from the East
is at an enormous sacrifice, add the
profits are quickly absorbed and noth-
ing said of them. But whenever a
mining proposition fails and there is
sny Eastern capital identified with it,
there is great ado about the loss and
the dishonesty of the enterprise, and
i fact everything that can be invented
to cry down mining, A great many
thousand dollard are wasted in the
pursuit of Eastern capital, and in
ninety-nine cases out of a hundred
are without results. The most fortu-
uate operators have brought about their
success through their own efforts, or
with the assistance of local ecapital
Eastern peoplo will buy a few hundred
shares of wildeat stocks, something on
which ghrewd manipulators promise a
hundred per cent, but present to these
same people a legitimate mining prop-
osition with profits (that Jone would
expect in ordioary business and they
will frown it down.  It's too legiti-
mute, It is safe to say that they know
but little about mining.

Government Heservations.

Miuvers ought to understand by this
time that they cannot make mining
locations on Governmnt reservations,
yet the (uestion is frequently asked as
to how is the way to make such loca-
tions, says Charles G, Yale. Such
lands are reserved from public sale ox
settlement, and a8 the mining laws of
the United States only thrown open to
location minerals on the ‘*public lands,”
no legal mining locations can be made,
This works hardship in many instances
no doubt. In this State, when the
Yosemite Reservation was made, sev-
eral mimng districts in Mariposa
county were practically closed. Those
who were there had only possessory
rights and bad not patented their
mines, and foture locations were ren-
dered impossible,.  The miners remon-
strated, but it did no good, The San
(Giabriel and San Bernardino reserva-
tions in Los Angeles and San Bernar-
dino counties have a number of placer
and quartz mines, some of which
have been worked, and citizens of
those two counties have recently peti-
tioned Congress to throw these reser-
vations open to prospectors for gold,
silver and copper, go locations may be
made the gamo as upon other (Govern-
ment land, They contend that mining
operations and the preservation and
reforesting or replanting of these re-
serves do not confliot. They also state
that t great mineral territory in-
cluded 18 too large and important a fac-
tor in the industrial development of
those counties to have their large ureas
closed to mining and prospecting.
Congress is, however, very chary of
granting any - such privileges, The
Mariposs county men were unable to
acoomplish anything of the kind, and
it is doubtful if the citizens of San
Berpardino and Los Angeles will do
any better, though it can, of course,
do no harm to try.
